REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 
Claims 14-30 are active in the case. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 
The present invention relates to a process for the emulsion polymerization of olefins. 

Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 14-30 stand rejected based on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting over Claims 1-8, 1 1-14 of copending application Serial No. 10/579,098. This 
ground of rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The double patenting rejection is a provisional rejection in view of the pending status 
of both the present application and the related application. Upon the indication of patentable 
subject matter in the copending case, applicants will take appropriate action. It should be 
noted, however, if a Terminal Disclaimer is to be filed, it should be filed in the copending 
application since it has a filing date of November 6, 2004 which is subsequent to the 371 
filing date of the present application of July 16, 2003, thereby limiting the term of the 
copending application to that of the present application. 

Prior Art Rejection, 35 USC 102 

Claims 25-27 stand rejected based on 35 USC 102 as anticipated by Bauers et al . This 
ground of rejection is traversed on the basis that the publication date of the reference (Web 
publication) is August 7, 2003, On the other hand, the international filing date of the present 
application is July 16, 2003, which clearly antedates the publication date of the reference. 
Since the Bauers et al reference is not available against the present claims, withdrawal of the 
rejection is respectfully requested.
